Goveriiur* 

Another extraordinary ofiuyion from 
Governor Seymour— ^ more absurd" 
ities oommitted to paper by the 
gentleman vtho holds the reins of GoT" 
ernmenti In the short oommunioa- 
tion (given elsewhere) to the Board of 
Education, Mr Birch (what position 
does he oooupy, sinco he fails to sign 
as Colonial Saorotary i'} writes : 

" Hia Excollency is cot prHpurml to ao- 
koowledge Ihe exiBleooo ol a Uourd of Edu- 
catioD, ioaarjiuob a» Ibo namber of niembors 
baa for a considerable time fallen below tbe 
legal limii." 

Will Mr Biroh-or bis master define the 
« legal limit" of the Board of Educa- 
tion 7 Tbe organic Act of British 
Columbia provides the Colony wilh a 
Colonial Socrolary and a Treasuror, 
Yet Mr Birch, in Iho note boloro lis, 
furnishoB pretty coiiciuHivo ovidonco 
that bo dv c» not fill tlio flrBt< cflico 
■while tho dismlKsal of Mr Friuiks, Iho 
attempted reduction of Air Wul.son to 
Bub.acoountant, and tho iiogloct of 
Govcriimont to appoint a succossor 
except during tho session of tho Coun- 
cil, shows that wo bavo no Treasurer. 
Supposo, then, with a full knowledge 
of tbe fact that tbo Qovornmcnt con- 
tains two olBcors loss than the law re^ 
quires, tbo colonists wore to roprut 
the Governor's own words and dccluro 
that they' " are not prepared to ac^. 
knowledge the existence of a Govs 
ernment, inasmuch as the number of 
officers has for a considerable time 
fallen below the legal limit," what 
would be said of their conduct ? Within 
two months alter tho nine original mcmw 
bera of tho Board were appointed, Mr 
Alston, one of the members resigned, 
•nd, according to Governor Seymour's 
logic, every eubsequent transaction 
of tbo Board was illognl, bdcauao, 
legally, tho body died wbon Mr Alston 
resigned. Yet tbo man who would 
apply tbo eaino tost to our Govern- 
nient would bo sot down as a fool or a 
knave I Tbo communication under 
oonsidorntion was delayed just one 
mouth at the capital, and, alrango to 
say, was written three days alter tbe 
Council had adjourned sine die — thu-t 
evincing a studied design on the part 
of tbe Government to get, rid of tho 
troublesome question until tbo popular 
Bombers had dispersed to their homes, 
■0 that no complaint or romonstranoo 
from the Board should reach their 
ears until it was too late to bo 
of any avail. A nice pieco ot 
gabernatoriol chicanery, truly ! 
Apart from its illogical character, the 
tone of .the oommunication is insult- 
tog. It was written with the object 
to annoy and dispirit tbo Board and 
induce its members to resign by tbo 
same " froezing-out " process that ban 
proved, wo fear, bat too successful in 
in tho case of uioro than one valuable 
member of tho lalo inland Govern- 
ment; boiico tho " belief of the late 
Governor," a notorious one my to 
Free Eduo&iion, must bo luggod in, 
and tho Board informed that tho ques- 
tion will bo duly considered durin,.- 
His Excellency's "u'.'Xt visit to Vic- 
toria, with tbo bcHti asaiHtanco lie can 
procure." Tbia " best assistance," we 
think, will not be tho Board of Edu- 
cation, after tbo wbolesomo truths 
that thoy tell tho Governor in thoir 
resolalions, Tbo Board, in ibo first 
place, point out Ibat tho ro:4ponsi. 
biiily of the vacancies lies with tlio 
JSxecutive;- bat add, that tbo vacan. 
oies have not interfered with the 
meetings, which have never boon held 
without the presonco of a l.'gal 
quorum. It is rightly claimed by tho 
Board that tho system of non>donomi-> 
national schools is as perfect in its 
results ns a delectivo School Aet and 
Executive oppotiition would porinit. 
Tho exertions of tbo liuard, and tho 
laudable soil-denial of tho teachers, 
which wore practised to koop tho 
schools open, aro luuntionod, and Ifis 
Excelloney having ignored .iio lioard 
by dooliuing to lurnish nny ex|)lana^ 
tion of the passage in iii.s message, 
•which stated that "in tho opinion of 
his predocosHor liio lystem was not 
■uccessful, and that otbor objcutu be- 
sides tho intcUontnal advancement ol

the Board of Ednoation will grate 
rather harshly upon tho poor gentles 
man's feolings.

The Eaktuquake at Aloikrs — Tho fol- 
lowing luiiur to the Lutdun Times, dated 
AlL'ie^B, night between 2nd and 3rd of Jan., 
1867, gives au interesiini; account of Iho 
a^irlbquuUe which receiilly oo urred at Al- 
giers : This morning, or raiber yeslurd.)}' 
morning (as it id now nourly ihe dawn uC 
the next day) I was awoko toward eigtit of 
the inorniiig, I think, by a very strong jbock 
of an earibquake, particularly awful, nui 
only from its sharpoeas but by its siogular 
inniion, quite diflerflnt from the trembling 
motion oLii,' genorully Inela and lieara dejcrib- 
ed, and wliich reniirnis most people " of a 
heavy wagon pas.sir.;; by," as one ollen reads 
in i>euount!< ; but this one felt like being in 
something, a box, for instance, which was 
being shoved along by several angry pushers 
over rough ground, but always in oae direo* 
lion. The movement come dircolly from the 
sea and went inland, and ibe moment it 
lusted tbe tiouse scenu'd bofiping from north 
10 south, and prnce.dio!; onwuni tlial way. 
It wjis indescribably lerrifie. I sprang u|) 
from ibe bed and was jerked forward. 1 
called all tho people, nnd wo went down into 
Ibe court and sat th>;rB ubout an hour and a 
liiilf iH)twitbKiiiiidl!;g ibe rain, which fell for 
ilie tir.--t lime Hince two nionihs. 'I'ben, lliink- 
iiig It was ovor, wo again went up to our 
aparlmeuls, but soon afler a t-light liock ol 
(be usual trembling kind was feit, and some 
minaiea alter another stronger one, of a 
BwiD^'ing molion but without the displiieiin; 
s^ennalion ol tlie firsl. Sincd that we have 
had no other. I bear in the town llieeon- 
slernaiion is great. Some houses bavo (allfn 
in, all tbe people are sitiiiig in tbo rain in 
tho open places, and all tbe Jews have fled 
into the tiolds, sbntting tbeir shops. &o. A 
telegram from Bildah announces ibe fall of 
f'.Tty bou'-e!' in that town, arid the town of 
.MudLMh hill al.so niiicli sullcred. One of itie 
walls ol our hout^e id cr.icked, and the garden 
walls are renl Iroin ton lo boHuin. Jl is true 
tliey were old, but slill it is awful to hho. 
Another shock is announced, I do not know 
why, and so Dooe of us sleep this night; u 
man is placed near tbe great door to o;co il 
directly if be feels anything, and f um hilling 
uy in iny bed, wheneo 1 urn wriliug. Uibui- 
circuinsiances imike Ihe night ino-t di-miil. 
My rooms are all leuky, and ibe rain paltor- 
ing in tbu tin basins jiut lo receive it iiulies 
u most melancholy sound ; tho whole day 
bas been moat dreary, as wben it rains a 
tomb-like chill pervades the house, which no 
fire can dispel, anil the little old-fashioned 
.Moorish wiiniowH lut in hardly any liiilit, 
Ailogetber I am very much impressed, and 
tbe lear, oold, wet and wakiog make me 
feel very nDcomturtable,

I. — That all tbe members occepied seats 
at ihc Board ol Education upon the inviiati(,n 
and appointment of Governor Kennedy; that 
allhongli Viieancies bavo from liitiu lo liim:

Ihe Hoaril, thi'y have riuvtir Ouun liilfd by lliu 
Exeoulivt).

The report em- 
bincea a history of the fisheries, a statement 
el Ibo rights of Ihe Uniieif Slates in ihein, 
ttie decision ol ihe British Empire sualairiiiig 
our ri^;l,tH ul the Hays of Fundy and Cfialent 
a deseriplion of tbe elimalo and lesources of 
the country between Canada and ihe Paoific 
Ocean, the Btailslios ol the Provinces, com- 
[larison of the cost ol shipbuilding in Canas 
da and in this eouiilry, llie elKels ol ibe 
exclusion of luster wool upon enr nianufac- 
turora of worsteds, slaieiiier.t of tho com- 
merce of St. John in New Brunswick, oiid 
other matters counecled wilh the relations of 
the two countries. Lie deems the fisheries 
of great value to this oountry, providing 
uinienGe cdiblo supplies and serving us 
scfiools to rear and educate a body of hardy 
Beiinicn.

Trade rela- 
tions have also tiee.n partiaUy arranged wilh 
the Hriti.'-h We-t Indus, Brazil and ollur 
pljces where it is expected a thriving bus- 
iness can lie earried on. The experiment 
has been tried, and repoi t says t I'at the loss 
ot the Uecipruciiy >reuiy la already in a 
i: re at measure made upiby what bas been 
dune ; and thai operations can be greatly 
e.xtriided.

Soeli is Itie way in wlneii 
the business men of Canada ura now argu- 
ing. Reciprocal free trade with the United 
Stales was unquesiinnably nn immensebocn, 
and nut one lightly lo tie prized; bill Cam 
miians seetu to think it was not a very seri- 
ous blow wheu lh(! treaty leiiiinaled. li 
was nol sudden, yet many hoped it would he 
eonliiiUi!d. lor, alter all, tin! ^reiit bulk ol the 
peoplo denired tbe continuance ol the treaty, 
and knowing ils Val'je, were anxious lor iis 
renewal months nfior its abrogation.

There 
are now open no lees than fifteen butcher's 
shops — four of which ore in different 
meat markotj — for tbo exclusive sale ol tbe 
new viands, and there are four restaurauts 
where horso flosb is tho distinguishing feature 
of the carte. At particular places iu the 
provincQS horso meat bus becuine a staple 
article of trade. At Oaudebec, for icslanco, 
700 to 800 kilogrammes are eold daily in 
the market.
